in the measure. The drys want to: 


Require that hearings be granted in- 


terested parties before a license is 
granted; permit charges to be brought 
any time within the year against a 
saloonkeeper for revocation of his li- 
cense—the wets would permit such 
charges only at the end of each year, 
when the saloonkeeper was seeking 
renewal: provide that existing laws 
regulating saloons remain unchanged: 
bar a saloon being within 300 feet of 
a church or school, except in the case 
of a reputable hotel; prohibit any 
.minor 
entering a saloon; 
prevent 


brewers 
from 
controlling 
saloons, 


even indirectly; limit saloons to well 
policed districts. 


The drys will fight for the Acker 


bill, placing the licensing power in an. 
official in each county, to be caosea 
at a nonpartisan election. 


The Cox plan is expected to win on

"You'll need a licensing 
authority 


only in wet counties. If the wets con- 
trol the county, they'll control the li- 
censing authority if elected locally.
